Stimson Warns 
Of Nazi Efforts 
At Sabotage 


Says Situation More 
Dangerous Than Dur- 
ing World War. 


‘WASHINGTON, Oct. 24.—(UP) 
Secretary of War Henry L. Stim- 
gon warned today that current 
sabotage efforts of Germany and 
other belligerents are “far more 
dangerous” than they were during 
the World War. 

Declining to state whether in- 
stances of sabotage actually have 
been found in this country, Stim- 
son told a press conference that 
the perfection of sabotage tech- 
nique made it essential for states 
to set up home guard organiza- 
tions. 

“Attempts at sabotage already 
have been shown by belligerent 
nations—Germany for example— 
to be far more dangerous than 20 
years ago,” he said. 

“Successfully Done.” 

He recalled that in 1917, a total 
of 27 states organized home 
guard units totaling 79,000 “‘to 
protect industries and _ utilities 
from sabotage and it was very 
successfully done.” 

“Today,” he added, “they have 
every prospect of being even more 
necessary than in the last war.” 
~Establishment of home guard 
organizations to replace National 
Guard units called into active 
service is authorized under legis- 
lation which President Roosevelt 
signed Monday. The act is discre- 
tionary and does not require cre- 
ation of home guards. But Stim- 
son said today that the War De- 
partment would call the matter to 
the attention of states which do 
not set up such organizations of 
their own volition, if defense 
plants are located in those areas. 

He said the War Department, 
which under the act is to furnish 
arms and other supplies to the 
proposed units, is drawing up 
regulations which would give the 
states the greatest possible lati- 
tude in controlling the home 
guard groups. 

Enough Rifles. 

The Army, he said, has on hand 
enough Lee-Enfield World War 
rifles to equip a home guard army 
of more than 125,000 men, 

On another defense front, Sec- 
retary of the Treasury Henry 
Morgenthau Jr., said that deliv- 
eries of Curtiss P-40 pursuit 
planes to the United States and 
Great Britain are “a rumber of 
Gays” ahead of schedule. British 
officials, he said, were “ex- 
tremely pleased” by the speed of 
delivery.

William Lyon Phelps 
will lecture here on Monday eve- 
ning recalls a number of amusing 
anecdotes concerning Yale Uni- 
versity s famous professor emer- 
itus of English. This distin- 
guished literary critic, lecturer, 
and columnist will be presénted 
here under the auspices of the 
Atlanta branch of the American 
Association of University Women. 
Dr. Phelps is exceedingly witty 
and his keen humor always shines 
through whatever he has to say 
on subjects dealing with a matter 
too serious for frivolity. Last 
year when an interviewer re- 
ferred to Dr. Phelps’ birthday, 
which falls on January 2, he re- 
ceived this amusing reply: 
“| have always regretted that 
I was not born on the ist of 
January, and I should have heen 
had not the first fallen on a Sun- 
day in 1865.. But, you see, my 
father was a mMinister—a. strict 
Baptist—and he did not approve 
of labor on the Sabbath. Accord- 
ingly, I came into this world on 
a Monday.” 

Dr. Phelps is a confirmed op- 
timist and, according to his own 
words, he has “lived every day 
as if it were the first day he had 
ever seen and the last day he 
was ever going to see.’ At 
he still maintains a keen enthu- 
Siasm, remarkable energy, and 
still feels the same surprise he 
did as a boy of 19. 

He is an enthusiastic champion 
of the younger generation and 
once told an interviewer that he 
has no sympathy with the old 
ones who are worried about the 
young people. 

“l always tell them to look 
back at history,” he continued. 
“Two hundred years ago drink- 
ing was the rule in colleges, and 
Students and faculty got drunk 
together. Before the War Be- 


tween the States there was more 
intemperance than there is to- 
day.

Mysterious Blindness 

John Cudahy, United States ambassador to 
Belgium, delivered an address last Wednesday 
at Lima, Ohio. In the course of that address 
he voiced one of the most compelling of all 
reasons for the re-election of President Roose- 
velt. 

He pointed out that defeat of President 
Roosevelt meant retirement from his vital post 
of Secretary of State Cordell Hull. 

Pointing out that the proximate causes for 
the entrance of the United States into the first 
World War were two, the protection of Ameri- 
can citizens traveling on the high seas and, 
second, the protection of American ships and 
American merchandise in the war zone. 

Today, Mr. Cudahy reminds, not a single 
case of invasion of American rights on the 
high seas, after more than a year of European 
conflict, has occurred. 

“This has not happened by chance,” the 
speaker continued, “this avoidance of proxi- 
mate causes which led us into the last war. 
It has been due to the efforts of a hard-work- 
ing State Department under the leadership 
of a great American statesman, the secretary 
of state, Cordell Hull. 

“This great American, unsung and unad- 
vertised, works on the average of 10 to 12 hours 
a day and well into the night, night after night, 
studying the many intricate problems of the 
foreign scene and keeping the record clear for 
the realization of our aim in international af- 
fairs—peace for the Americas. 

' “Do you propose that all this be scrapped, 
that a great secretary of state shall be retired, 
and that a president whose only training has 
been as a utility businessman, shall choose 
the successor of Secretary Hull? I cannot un- 
derstand the blindness of those who call them- 
selves businessmen and who are willing to take 
a chance by substituting untried men for ex- 
perts at a time of world crises like these.” 
What applies to the Department. of State 
g@pplies to other departments of the govern- 
tment. Election of any new and untried man to 
Head this nation must, unavoidably, mean 
months of uncertainty while new men, in key 
positions, learn the routine of their posts and 
fjt themselves to properly perform their duties. 
' The nation cannot afford so dangerous an 
interim in government ability at such critical 
times as these. Regardless of all other issues, 
the international situation and American re- 
lation thereto demands the return to office 
of President Roosevelt, of Secretary Hull and 
of all the other experienced leaders of the 
present administration.

Unwanted Pets 

Some very delightful, entertaining and in- 
telligent pets have come to stay at the home 
of a Tennessee family.

Feature story writers invariably call 
them mephitis mephitis, with great glee, but 
to earthbound folk they are known as skunks. 
' Now, skunks have a distinctive defense. 
There is never any question about what hap- 
pens when a skunk is forced to defend him- 
gelf. He is an artist in odor. But unless the 
skunk is pressed to defense of his doughty little 
person, there is no sweeter or more cleanly 
animal in the whole wide world. He can afford 
to be nice and friendly because his defense 
mechanism is so strikingly effective. 

They are highly intelligent, and even though 
roughly handled by human beings they have 
come to know, they will not stoop to utilization 
of their heavy artillery.

A Bobby’s Philosophy 


Leslie Howard, the screen star, was speak- 
ing last Monday evening over the short wave 
radio from London. In the course of his re- 
marks he told of a recent personal experience 
of his, during a Nazi raid over the Britizh 
metropolis. 

Anxious to fill an important engagement, as 
well as to get out of the zone of greater danger 
as rapidly as possible, Howard said he con- 
tinued to drive his car during the raid, al-

Coming to an intersection with traffic lights, 
Howard crossed against the red light. Prompt- 
ly, as he reached the far side, a “bobby” step- 
ped from a doorway, halted him and began 
making out a traffic-violation ticket. Howard 
protested, pointing to the circumstances and 
the fact his car was the only one moving. 

“That may be so, sir,” said the bobby, “but 
in times like these we have to be more careful 
than ever to observe the law.

Between convention 
and election many reversals of form may be- 
come’ apparent, but the trend at this late date 
is more than likely to be decisive.”

Nu- 
merous polls of opinion from the Gallup poll 
down to magazines and small state polls seem to 
be in agreement on one thing.

The President may soon 
climax the current barrage against the press from Democratic 
National Chairman Ed Flynn by tossing a sizable oratorical bomb 
shell of his own. He has been itching for years to give the nation’s 
newspapers a piece of his mind. The signs now are that he is 
about to yield to his urge. 

If he resists the temptation, he will be exhibiting a more than 
presidential power of self-restraint. For he not only personally 
longs to tell the press what he thinks of it; he has also been strongly 
urged to do so by several of his most important campaign advisers. 
Ed Flynn, who has given considerable independent proof of his 
faith in the efficacy of denunciations of newspaper unfairness, is 
one of those who have pleaded with the resident to rush to the 
attack. Flynn has been echoed by Secretary of the Interior Harold 
L. Ickes and several other influential New Dealers. Thus leaders

im. 


FIT THE FOURTH This is, of course, the fourth major occa- 


sion when an onsalught against the press 
has been proposed to the President. The sense of outrage against 
the newspapers, always chronic in the administration, passed through 
its first acute phase during the 1936 campaign. Victory soothed 
the inflamed feelings, but a second acute phase occurred the next 
year, during the court fight. This was succeeded by the bitterest 
of all these fits of temper, occasioned by the press treatment of the 
1938 purge. Each fit caused presidential advisers to suggest that 
the President “ought to tell the country the truth about the news- 
papers.” And each fit produced one or more proposals, all either 
impractical or unconstitutional, for ensuring a better, politer and 
more amiable press. 

Until the present, the President has always been held back by 
the less hot-headed men around him, notably by his press secre- 
tdry, Stephen Early. No one at the White House can be said to 
love the newspapers. But by dint of taking the line that “it’s un- 
wise to tangle with a skunk.” Early and his one or two allies 
succeded in limiting the “President’s on-the-record disparagements 
of American journalism to an occasional glancing remark at a press 
conference or in a speech devoted to some other topic. 

The restraining influences must have been almost submerged, 
however, since the President’s campaign for re-election took an un- 
favorable turn. Flynn and his co-exhorters lay much of the blame 
on the alleged bias of the newspapers. They remind the Presi- 
dent that a vast majority of the larger papers in the ccuntry are 
supporting his rival. They charge that this support has been car- 
ried into the news columns, taking the form of exaggerated promi- 
nence for stories about Wendell Willkie and his supporters, under- 
playing of stories favorable to the President, and editorial report- 
ing. Finally, they argue that the papers’ lack of influence was 
demonstrated by the 1936 campaign, and that the mass of the people 
will enjoy seeing the wicked publishers being given what-for. 

Although a good many newspapers have

shown bias, the Flynn-New Deal argument 
has several obvious flaws. In the first place, if the papers really 
have no influence, it is a contradiction to suppose that their alleged 
bias can affect the outcome of the campaign. In the second place, 
the political arguments of the Democrats have certainly not re- 
ceived equal space with the political arguments of the Republi- 
cans, but the President has not been making them. By and large 
the President and Willkie have received about equal space, while 
the remarks of all lesser figures in the campaign, including both 
vice presidential candidates, have gone almost unnoticed because 
of the war news. 

In short, there is more than a little ground for suspicion that, in 
Flynn’s case, at least, the effort to persuade the President to go 
after the press has been motivated by a desire for a scapegoat. By 
sad contrast, the Democratic national committee has pretty thor- 
oughly demonstrated how efficient James A. Farley used to be. 
The Democratic campaign, what there has been of it. has been 
languid and badly managed. And, although denouncing the press 
will not cure this condition, it is certainly very consoling to those

ing the right of a labor union to 
picket an employer, to compel him 
to compel his employes to join the 
union. The vote was four to 
three in an action filed by 32 
salesmen of an automobile com- 
pany. 

The salesmen represented that 
if the picketing were allowed to 
continue the employer would be 
forced to fire them. The ma- 
jority of opinion held that the 
salesmen had-no right to adopt 
a bargaining agent of their own 
choice but must submit to the 
picketing union or sacrifice their 
jobs. This court is packed with 
ideological comrades of Governor 
Olson, the lower-case Roosevelt of 
the west coast. 

The court did not discuss the 
possibility that the union, being 
a private organization and subject 
to no regulation by any public au- 
thority, might be governed by 
racketeers, dictatorial leaders or 
foreign enemies of the American 
nation. No weight was given to 
the right of the individual to re- 
frain from. joining any private 
organization. 


° The decision holds

to compel the em- 
ployer to drive his men into its 
ranks, even though resistance to 
the boycott would be disastrous | 
to the industry involved. The 
court went further in saying that 
the victims were not actually de- 
prived of their jobs or the right 
to work by this process. The 
damage to them is ‘no more than 
presentation of a choice between 
leaving their present employer, 
either voluntarily or upon its de- 
mand, or joining the union.” 

The salesmen are not deprived 
of their jobs, but are merely giv- 
en a choice between leaving those 
jobs or joining a private and ir- 
responsible organization on any 
terms that the organization may 
prescribe. The right of the citi- 
zen to earn a living for himself 
and his family is subordinate to 
the political power of any rack- 
eteer holding a charter from the 
American Federation of Labor or 
any Muscovite conspirator in the 
Communistic family of the Cali- 
fornia CIO.

ONE WORD MORE 
By RALPH McGILL. 
SELECTIVE SERVICE BOARD This is being tapped out in 


the office of Selective Serv- 
ice Board No. 9. 

Not wishing to spend any of the taxpayers’ money on furnish- 
ing the office, Board No. 9 called on the patriots. There are lots 
of them. 

A furniture company donated a few chairs. A soft drink com- 
pany gave us a table and a desk. An office building superintendent 
let us have some chairs. A bank let us have a chair. Each of the 
newspapers presented old desks. 

This gives it, to me at least, a homey atmosphere. The old news- 
paper desks make any reporter feel like taking off his coat and 
going to work. They are scarred with the burns of hundreds of 
cigarets; they are carved with knives and scuffed with heels. They 
have been maltreated; spilled soft and hard drinks have wrecked 
their varnish; copy spikes have been dug into them, making neat 
and erratic patterns. 

I hope there is a heaven for old newspaper desks. It is, some- 
how, thrilling to see these veterans doing yeoman service in behalf 
of their country. Their drawers stick; their legs creak and wobble, 
But they are still in the fight. Indeed, it was possible to see them, 
after being rescued from basements, perk up and take on some 
semblance of new strength. They seemed to warm to the old life 
as cigarets again burned on their tops. When the colored delivery 
boy came up from the drug store with refreshment and slopped 
over two of the glasses, the faces of the old newspaper desks 
seemed to beam. 

At any rate, Selective Service Board No. 9 is fitted out with 
furniture which cost the government nothing. A department store 
let us have a nice American flag. The office is ready and long 
at work. 


VOLUNTEER AIDS Members of the board gladly serve, of 


course, without compensation. Today, as 
I write, the scene is a busy one, but the early tempo is slowed 
down. Earlier there was much activity. 

There were 3,062 cards in our board’s office. It is a fifth ward 
office. At about 10:20 we shuffled the cards with the Hon. John 
A. White, fifth ward councilman, as our honor guest for the occa- 
sion. A few interested residents looked on while the cards, placed 
in a huge desk drawer, were shuffled, reshuffled, and then shuffled 
once again. All were kept face down. 

Then they were removed and stacked, still face down. The stack 
then was turned so that the first card appeared with its face up, 
It was the No. 1 card and bore, as the serial numbering began, No.-1, 
The young man so numbered was Reuben Gabriel Crimm, 181 
Eleventh street, N. E. This does not mean he is any more likely 
to be called than is any other number. His chances of being called 
are the same as those of any other number in our 3,062. 

Mr. W. F. (Bill) Talley, a young banker, came out and was 
sworn in as one of the volunteer workers. He showed us how to 
run numbering machines which had been lent us for the day by 
his bank. There were other volunteer workers sworn in, taking 
and signing the required oath, who left their own offices to assist 
their country and state in getting ready the selective service board's 
affairs. Georgia was late, due to a number of causes, in getting 
the boards set up. 

It was difficult to see how any man, with the younger ones being 
called for war service, could refuse a request to serve on a board. 
But some did. This added to the delay. 7 


A GIGANTIC TASK None of us were experienced. One thought, 

looking about at the hastily assembled old 
desks and the inadequate office equipment, that here was democ- 
racy. at work. There were volunteer assistants and the board 
members all working without compensation; inexperienced, willing 
and, for a while at least, inefficient in that things were done slow- 
ly. We did not want to make any mistakes. 

Numbering the cards is an arm-wearying task. The copying of 
the lists, with serial number of street addresses, is a task which 
was, of course, turned over to skilled typists. The clerk and the 
stenographer who are paid, properly but not too generously, went 
to work at copying the 3,062 names with serial numbers. 

If one counts each of the serial numbers and the numbers in 
the street address as words, the three names of each registrant, 
and the street address, one will discover that the listing of the 
names means the writing of about 40,000 words. That is almost 
enough words to fill up a novel. Four copies must be made, in 
addition to the original. 

It is not an easy job. Our board is one in one ward. When one 
multiplies its more than 3,000 names by the thousands more in the 
city and the greater thousands in the state; and when those are 
multiplied by those of 47 other states and the islands of Hawai, 
Puerto Rico, Guam and our other possessions, one immediately 
sees what a really tremendous clerical task we have begun. 

A dictator state would not have had to hunt about for office 
space and assuredly it would have nice shiny desks and tables. 
Its work would be done by trained men who would have been 
schooled for this very sort of thing. There would. have been no 
hitch. In all this delay andinefficiency we see some of the faults 
of democracy. Yet it ought to make us see, even more clearly, 
that the price one must pay for the other sort of thing is all out 
of proportion. It costs too much. Not yet is it time for us to be 
willing to take efficiency and pay for it with fear and with stiffened 
spines and hands flung up before voices shouting “Heil!”

In flood season, when newspapers and the radio bring reports 
of rising waters far away, people in the delta region do not stand 
on the levee and watch the river for signs of danger. Their atten- 
tion is fixed on what is happening a thousand or more miles up 
the river, for the rains and the floods up there give them a pre- 
view of what is coming to them. 

Why are we so preoccupied with the ordeal that England is 
enduring? For the same reason that a man on trial watches the 
jury room. That is where our fate is being determined—the fate 
of our civilization and the future of the world. 

How can any person of understanding forget for a moment the 
death struggle that will save or destroy him? 

The mood of Americans changes with each new report of the 
conflict. Because England still survives the hail of bombs, and 
invasion has not yet been attempted, we have become optimistic 
and hopeful of freedom’s eventual triumph. 

But no nation can win a war merely by surviving attack. It 
can only postpone the end. 

England’s situation is desperate. The dreaded invasion, if de- 
feated with great loss of men and material and prestige, might 
have seemed a blessing. The alternative, which appears to be con- 
tinuous and winter-long bombing of everything in England, may 
prove disastrous. 

An American general, investigatnig the situation for our gov- 
ernment, saw no reason to despair; but he hinted darkly that Eng- 
land is not reporting all of her plane losses—not reporting the one 
loss she cannot endure and survive. 

Destruction of shipping by submarines has increased and now 
surpasses the World War peak that brought England so close to 
starvation. 

The English are not defeated. If their morale doesn’t crack, 
they can fight on until we are able to provide/the tools of victory. 

If they don’t hold out, all the powers of the world will be turned 
against us. Merciless conquerors, made doubly arrogant by their 
new triumph, will come upon us like a horde of devouring beasts. 
And we cannot hope to be ready for them under two years. Is 
that a matter to be dismissed from our minds because we grow

In the classic scramble of the Ivy and the Big Ten this week, 


with the powerful forces of Michigan and Ohio State thrown against | 
the equally powerful forces of Pennsylvania and Cornell, there is one | 


important point to consider. 


Of the four teams involved, only 
Ohio State has yet bounced against 
the type of opposition that all four 
must face. Pennsylvania, Michi- 
gan and Cornell will get their first 
real offensive and defensive shocks 
of the fall campaign. Ohio State 


‘alone has been to the real wars 


against Pittsburgh, Northwestern 
and Minnesota. 

Outside of Michigan State, the 
Wolverine has romped — through 
California, Harvard and Illinois— 
who are not Pennsylvania by 
many kilometers. 

Cornell and Pennsylvania have 
been only lightly tested, although 
Dave Allerdice, of Princeton, was 
more than a mere pain in the neck 
for the Red and Blue. 

So Saturday will bring on the 
first important showdowns for 
three of the country’s leading 
squads. 

Ohio State, beaten twice in two 
nip-and-tuck games, will come 
riding hell-for-leather against 
Cornell with a football team that 
neded only a yard plunge to beat 
Minnesota, which has the best 
record of the year. Cornell, as 
good as the Big Red of Ithaca 
happens to be, will find the Scar- 
let Scourge something entirely 
different from Colgate, Army and 
Syracuse. 


Stars To Be Tested. 


Both Tom Harmon and Francis 
Reagan, the two whirling der- 
vishes from Michigan and Penn, 
will have to travel against far bet- 
ter defensive play than either has 
encountered up to this October 
spot. 

Pennsylvania, with her fast- 
charging line and her alert back- 
ers-up, has been cobra venom 
against running attacks.

MY DAY: New Work Camps 


In America 


By Eleanor Roosevelt. 


HYDE PARK.—The two hours I spent at the N. Y. Herald 
Tribune forum yesterday afternoon were most interesting, but I 
am troubled by the impression that people are thinking and talking 
today as though everything being done is in 
preparation for going to war. I suppose dif- 
ferent people would explain the cause for this 
state of mind in different ways. 

The reason seems immaterial to me. The 
important thing is that we should stop allow- 
ing our thoughts to run along this line. In- 
stead, we should say: “We are not only build- 
ing an impregnable defense against any attack 
from without or within, but we hope to dis- 
courage all thought of attack from any source.” 

Last evening, Mrs. Eliot Pratt and I gave a 
dinner for “Work Camps in-America,” at which fe Ree 
Mr. Algernon G. Black presided and Mr. Ken- ee Te 
neth Holland, of the American Youth Commission, spoke. Both of | 
them have been much interested in the work camp idea for some | 
time and feel that a private organization, through experimental 
work, might develop some camp methods which would be valuable 
in the CCC camps. and the NYA resident projects. 

The idea in: back of the work camp is‘that work in itself is 
valuable from the educational point of view. Work and education, 
particularly where» these college-age young people are concerned, 
is a valuable combination, and the setting of these work camps is 
peculiarly happy for the development of real understanding of 
democracy. The students govern themselves, but a faculty is in 
attendance, and the idea of inspiring youth to study and live demo- 
cratically is present in everybody’s mind. | 

Ever since I visited the first camp at West Park, across the 
river from here, I have been interested in the way young people 
reacted to the time they spent together, so the speeches from the 
two young campers last night were to me a very interesting part 
of the evening. One other feature of these camps, which impressed 
me on this first visit, was the fact that the young people came from 
colleges all over this country. Some of them were refugee students 
who came from five different countries in Europe and had here 
their first opportunity of living really intimately with other young 
people in a land which was still strange, though it was to be their 
adopted country. 

We drove up the parkway this morning and my brilliant colors 
are all gone. The more subdued and darker shades are still to be 
seen here and there where the leaves still cling to the trees, but 
many trees are bare and the signs of late autumn greet me on 
every hand.
